Mayday call (m’aidez)’ picked up by Bert KV4AD, Virgin 
Islands, on 14188 KHz from ELORF Rivard, a 21-year-old French 


‘lad in dire straits aboard a 20-foot sloop now dismasted, sides 


almost stove in; cockpit awash and being buffeted about by strong 
winds, foul weather and 12-foot vicious waves. Rivard had been 
drifting helplessly for two prior days without radio contact. He had 
begun the voyage from Guadalupe in the Leeward Islands, 
destination, New York City. 

His reported position 1430 Z was about 400 miles due east of 


- Portsmouth, N.H., 68.25 west, 37.04 north. Among those taking part 


in the drama was Hank Luhrman who immediately notified Coast 
Guard Miami who in turn notified Coast Guard Portsmouth, ‘call 
NMN. While KV4AD stayed in touch with the distressed boat C.G. 
dispatched‘a jet plane within minutes after contact. About three

ARPSC STATION PREPARES FOR ANOTHER STORMY 
f SEASON ‘

As the 1988 hurricane season approaches, amateur radio 
operators stand ready to do their part. Working in cooperation with 
the Weather Bureau, participating hams man the ARPSC (Ama- 
teur Radio Public Service Corps) station which is located within the 
U.S. National Hurricane Center in Miami, Floriida. 

Many volunteers too numerous to mention have put in countless 
hours of work at our station, manning it around the clock when 
needed. Thousands of pieces of weather information gathered by 
the Hurricane Watch Net have been relayed by ARPSC to forecast- 
ers to aid in plotting the paths of hurricanes: This gives hurricane 
center workers hundreds of extra’ observer “‘outposts” they would 
not otherwise have, due to budget limitations. The flow of in- 
formation goes in both directions. Weather bulletins are passed 
along by ARPSC to the Hurricane Watch Net on 14.325 M.C. as 
public information, so that operators in the affected areas may 

receive and pass along up-to-the-minute reports crucial to public 
safety. The Hurricane Watch Net has worked hard and faithfully

considering, rain, low ceiling and rough seas. Under those con- 
ditions even a major vessel could remain undetected. 

In the interim before sighting radio contact was still between 
Rivard and KV4AD as skip conditions on the 20-meter band ren- 
dered communications from C.G. Portsmouth ineffective. During 
the three-hour search Rivard revealed he had planned this heroic 
sail to surprise his girlfrjend in New York City. Truly a Frenchman 
in the core! His only aids to navigation were a sextant, excellent. 
seamanship and lots of courage. 

At 2130 Z a Japanese freighter, no doubt summoned by Coast 
Guard who keeps track of sea-going commercial vessels, sighted 
and stood by Rivard’s little craft. . 

At 2230 Z a.C.G. helicopter arrives, lower basket and rescues a 
thoroughly drenched (except his spirits) Frenchman who must 
have been nonetheless grateful. At time of rescue Rivard had 
drifted to a position of 67.04 degrees west, 38.02 degrees north, more 
than 80 miles from the initial reported position. In the preceding 
two days of uncontrolled drifting, evidently his radio was 
inoperative, he had floated about 280 miles due to wind and current 
conditions. 

Among those ham stations either spelling K4AD as main contact 
with the boat or helping to clear the émergency frequency were, 
Clarence W2KW, K2KER, W4RRK, and W2BXA. There were Gold- 
coasters too, being: Herb OZ7SM, Jack,K4RI, Ernie K4RD and Ed 
W2F ZY. :

Amateur radio program broadcasts: do these controversial 

program broadcasts threaten our frequencies? 

During the past year, the emergence of an ‘“‘amateur program 
broadcaster” on our voice bands has generated a great deal of 
comment, and significant opposition. A station who identifies 
himself as KIMAN, Glenn Baxter, of Maine, is broadcasting for 45 
minutes at a time, five times daily, on three frequencies 
simultaneously. He can be heard on 3,975, 14,275, or 28,475 at 9:00 
a.m., 1:00 p.m., 5:00 p.m., 8:00 p.m. and midnight local Florida 
time, depending on propagation. There are also broadcasts on A.M: 
Sunday evenings. 

A typical broadcast will consist of news bulletins, features such 
as the “SWL logbook,” interviews, letters from listeners, and 
editorial comment. These broadcasts, because of their length, their 
frequency and the fact that they come on without regarding the 
feelings of occupants of the above frequencies have generated 
complaints. Two ARRL officials have responded to complaints. 
One indicated that the Georgia hams are particflarly upset 
because 3,975 is their main traffic net frequency. Another indicated 
that both the league and the FCC have extensive files on him 
(Baxter). : 

One Florida.ham, K4GF, after encountering interference from 
this station on 14,275, became concerned that more and more such 
broadcasting could happen, and petitioned the FCC to modify its 
rules to limit bulletin broadcasting to 10 minutes per day per 
station. This petition has not yet been given an R.M. number by the 
FCC. However, since that has been filed, KIMAN, has indicated 
that a paid director of a new broadcasting service, called ‘Radio 
Amateur Information Network’”’ has been hired. 

Information reaching us has shown that another petition to 
minimize the interference caused by lengthy bulletins has been 
filed, this one to add to part 97 of the rules a definition of bulletins. 
The author points out that the dictionary definition of a bulletin 
would not encompass the various features found in Baxter’s broad- 
casts. < 

Georgia hams are experiencing interference to their traffic net 
nightly. If you think that Florida hams are not to be concerned, 
think again. Do you realize that four determined hams could block 
out the 75-meter D.X. window every night of the winter by broad- 
casting? That your traffic nets are vulnerable?

Dick, WA4PFK, has been submanagaing QFNS for KA4SIH while Willard was away 
for a couple of weeks. Dick writed, ‘‘High check-ins this month were: N4MML, 23; 
KA4FZI, 24; WC4D, 25; WA9VND, 27; and WA4PFK, 30. NCS stations were: AA4HT, one; 
WD4KBW, WA4QXT, and KA4SIH, three each; N4MML, five, KA4FZI, seven; and 
WA4PFK, nine. QFN reps were: N4IWO, one; AA4HT, two; KA4SIH, two; WC4D, five; 
KA4FZI, seven; and WA4PFK, 12. 

“The net is in great shape in terms of no missed sessions and excellent QFN 
representation. However, there are two areas that need consideration. First, there are too 
few beginning stations to receive the help we are ready to provide — we very much need 
traffic handlers around the state to talk up the net at club meetings and novice classes! 
Secondly, an analysis of the above data shows we need more stations to act as QFN reps. 
How about an idea that could help individual traffic handlers as well as three different ~ 
traffic nets? Several years ago a pretty good sized number of ‘‘phone”’ ops began learning 
C.W. traffic handling on QFNS; as they became more proficient they formed FMSN as 
they didn’t feel ready to move to QFN. A number of these stations have never made the 
move to QFN, which needs the outlets they could provide. If some of these FMSN stations 
would come back to QFNS once a week to provide QFN liaison it would greatly help all 
three nets and give the individual stations a new incentive. How about it! ! QF NS meets on 
3715 KHz at 8 p.m. each evening.” 73 de WA4PFK 

Don, N4ET, manager, of Gator net, informs us, ‘‘Eric, AB4EA, has left us to return to 
his summer home up north. Going to miss his boomin’ signal on G.N. So to Eric and all the 
rest of our winter visitors, best wishes for a safe and healthy summer. 

“Speaking of signals, a word about antennas. I have able to operate from one efid 
of the 80-meter band to the other these many years witha simple inverted vee with the 
apex up at 30 feet. I use 67’6’’ on each leg and open wire feeders into an antenna tuner. The 
ends are tied to palm trees with nylon cord. With 100 watts and this antenna you can work 
all the Florida traffic nets and 4RN, RN5, and EAN using C.W. or SSB. For convenience, I 
use a balun on the outside of the house and run a short length of coax into the shack. The 
same antenna works on 40 meters as well — all the H.F. bands, in fact. 

“A problem that has been discussed at traffic handler meetings at recent hamfests is 
the drying up of input on the slow speed net, QFNS. We need to get newly licensed novices 
to become interested in becoming traffic handlers. One way is have your club secretary 
get a list of new hams from AARL headquarters. A page or so of simple traffic handling 
instructions along with an invitation to tune in on 3715 KHz at 8:00 p.m. mailed to the new 
novices would help in acquiring new members.” 73 Don N4ET 

Doc, WASHDH, relates information this month about some of the traffic handlers who 
began the handling of traffic in the few C.W. traffic nets that were operating before QFN 
was started in November 1959 as the All Florida C.W. Traffic Net. 

He writes, ‘‘One of the early traffic men was John Hollister, W4FWZ, who in 1934 
joined the Army Amateur Radio System. John says, ‘We had about 10 or 11 stations at the 
armories around the state. W4IR at Fort McPherson was the Fourth Corps NCS. We 
copied on either 3497.5 or 6997.5 with rock controls. My call was WXKG. In the late ’30s 
during net time; we would indicate if we had traffic, and those that did either passed it 
after net or QSYed to C.W. frequency. 

“« ‘Immediately after World War II, I got in touch with many of the old Jax hands and, 
after several meetings, formed the JARS. Each of us contacted our friends around the 
state who had been good C.W. operators. Our first club project was to get a traffic net 
going. We formed three statewide embryo nets on 3645, 3875, and 7290. By consent we 
named them Gator and Palmetto, two well-known Florida names. We operated every 
session daily at speeds from 15 to 35 WPM in order to accommodate our members.’ 

“Some of the early C.W. traffic men and women were: W4AFM, W4AQ, W4AXP,

His C.W. fist 
pounded like a tape machine. In fact, I have worked Dick while he was mobile on C.W. in 
downtown Miami and sending perfect code.’ : e 

*‘And so on and on about the old hands who prided themselves on perfect code, perfect 
spacing, perfect weight, and perfect copy. It’s the same ole saw that says, ‘as you send so 
shall you receive.’ In whatever context, it’s true. There is no need ever to improperly send 
code, for no one can copy. Space yourself so every word is perfect. Let’s all try to avoid 
that ever-present DITTY DAH DAH DIT DIT. If it thrills you to send at 40 WPM, gréat! 
Just spacé it right. Even an old pro will sit in disgust when someone sends at five words 
per minute and they can’t copy because everything is jumbled. I have heard O.T.’s say 
time and time again, they would rather copy jumbled code at 30 WPM than at five. In 
reality, listen to a keyboard and try to emulate. Take George, W1NJM, or Frank, WB4T, 
aside and listen’to-excellent morse code. You will note your copy increases in speed at 
least five to eight words per minute just because of the perfect sending of the C.W. 

“Many thanks to you Mort, Dick, Don, and Doc. This column mete not exist without 
your input. A note about QFNS — when I was manager two years ago, I received a com- 
plaint about.the slow C.W. being too hard to copy and discovered that the code tapes for 
Tune in the World were teaching code at 18 WPM character speed with spacing to reduce 
overall speed to about seven words per minute, I suggested that QFNS NCS speed emulate 
what novices are learning, and most of us continue a variation of that method. Please do 

encourage participation on QF NS. KA4SIH has information sheets on net procedure. Two- 
meter nets might also be good recruiting grounds for QFNS'andFMSN.”

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POLISHING BRASS

Things haven’t been going well lately. The eggplant exploded 
and blew open the microwave oven door, termites have eaten part 
of the front door and when I transmit, the oven light comes on. 
Neighbors have been eyeing my five roof-top verticals and 
beginning to wonder if there is any connection with the erratic 
behavior of their television sets. 

‘It didn’t help matgers when I tried to alleviate line noises by 
pounding on the light pole with a nine-pound sledge hammer. The 
fuse fell to the ground terminating two bridge games and an out- 
door barbecue. The power company’s repairman said birds often 
knocked the fuses out. I agreed that sounded plausible. I hid the 
sledge hammer. 

It all started a long time ago. In February, 1922, age 12 and 
weighing a hundred pounds carrying a full bucket of water I joined 
Mr. Meyer’s Boy Scout Troop Number 32 on Atlanta’s northside. 

When strange noises coming from “Mr. Meyer’s Radiola were 
identified as Morse code, I decided to learn it. My fellow scouts, 
invariably bigger and uglier, weré derisive. You could carry 
semaphore flags in your knapsack, stand on a hill and com- 
municate with one another, no one could Carry a wireless station. 
Little.did they know in 1922. } 

A humiliating experience in the Pathfinder test, I couldn’t locate 
, trail’s end, itawas written in chalk on the sidewalk. I was standing 
on it. I was determined to be adept at something and So, with the 
help of a friend, code practice began. Morse sound was created by 
breaking the clapper off a door bell and sticking a match in the 
armature. 

Daily practice consisted of numerous submarine rendezvous 
with numerous distress calls from hapless vessels. 

Finally, with as much love of it as anything else I qualified as 
4PA. My helpful friend never listened to the code again and as a 
result, became a successful businessman. 

A childless aunt and uncle fulfilled a promise, and on Christmas 
Day 1922, presented me with a ‘“‘wireless station.” It consisted of a 
crystal detector, loose coupler, helix anda huge spark coil. 

Almost immediately trouble developed. Standing on the clap- 
board back fence pulling a long wire, chimney bricks began 
cascading down the roof almost eliminatling a younger brother 
sunning in the back yard in his baby carriage. Punishment was 
swift in the form of a common peach tree switch. However, the 
antenna was allowed to,be fastened to what was left of the chimney. 

After a few days of listening a contact was made and an in- 
vitation accepted to visit my first wireless communication. It was 
easy, I went out the front door, turned left, went across Crumley 
and Glen streets, waved at the firemen in Station Number Nine, 
crossed Georgia Avenue and there on the corner in a green house 
was a Thordarson 1KW spark station. I could have heard him out 
the open window. : 

I rode the dinky four-wheeled trolley Boing to Grant Park with 
several friends as curious as I was, we had news of a C.W. set in the 
neighborhood of the park. : 

It consisted of a large plywood panel on a homemade rack and 
was. topped by an ammeter as big as a trap drum but only read to 
one R.F’. ampere. A tube, without a base, turned upside down ina 
Mason jar of oil was supplied with voltage froma Borax rectifier 
under the table. Across one of the jars, attesting to its potential, 
was mouse remains, killed no doubt by a common trait, curiosity. 

We all agreed it had merit, but the sound wasn’t as pleasing and 
sparks were more subdued. Nevertheless, we talked about it on the 
way home and, while no one admitted it, we had a feeling we had 
seen the end of spark.

You may already have been called on this one: 

1948. . .SSB developed. . . 

While operating at AT&T Transatlantic Telephone hi-frequency transmitters at 
Lawrenceville, NJ 1929-1930, I visited the AT&T plant at Rocky Point, LI, NY, to see the 
much talked-about low frequency transmitter, housed in RCA’s ‘‘building 9’’ which in- 
cluded two Alexander Alternators, and a bunch of 40-kilowatt hi-frequency transmitters. 

As a result of this visit, I arranged a transfer to Rocky Point, and was in charge of my 
watch. My Commercial Second and Commercial First Class tickets (which I just took 
from file to verify) show service at AT&T’s WNL, Rocky Point in 1931 and 1932 (when I 
transferred to Netcong NJ — hi-frequency crystal filter controlled receiving plant for the 
hi-frequency transmitters in Europe, etc.). 

I went to Rocky Point bécause: the transmitter was 200 K.W. on 60 K.C. — 5,000 meters 
and IT WAS SSB! This transmitter was Bell Lab designed and was put in service in 1927. 
36,10 K.W. tubes in parallel 
14K.V. on plates 
Idle plate current 3.6 amps (100 M.A./tube) 

Plate current on speach peaks: 38 amps. 
Antenna: rented from RCA, resonated at the center of the single sideband.

POSTAL INCREASE 

The postal rate increase planned by the U.S. Postal Service for 
April 3rd will have an enormous effect on the League. 

For delivering ‘‘QST’’ to members in the U.S., the increase will 
amount to an average of about 0.8¢ per copy. Even this small in- 
crease amounts to more than $13,000 per year! 

For delivering ‘‘QST‘‘ to members outside the U.S., however, 
the increase is much greater: 30¢ per copy. This forces us to raise 
the postage surcharge on foreign membership rates from $8 to $11 
per year, bringing the cost of basic ‘‘overseas”” membership to $36. 

(P.S. Editor’s Note: It will also increase our postage bill, but 
will live with it! A.C.)

THE BOTTOM LINE: “MAXCOM WORKS” 
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TNC-BBS AND WHAT? ¢ 
By Ken Brodeur. KK4WR 

Now for the “MBL...KAM.. . and they can’t work together” 
syndrome. Have you heard around the nets the rumors that Kan- 
tronics KAM and Jeff Jacobsen’s MBL software won’t work 
together? This, has something to do with the fact that MBL won’t 
work with a TNC that holds ‘‘pin eight high,’’ and it doesn’t matter 
what the Kam manual says about holding some other pin high 
because it just has to be holding pin eight high because that’s the 
reason that it doesn’t work! If you just got lost, welcome aboard the 
Kantronics confusion express. Shame on you for not buying a 
“real’’ TNC! 

I ran across this syndrome when I decided.to put my system up 
on a dedicated NTS PBBS. I obtained a copy of MBL, followed the 
directions and found that “‘it wouldn’t run.” Again, a cry for H-E-L- 
P! was issued by me, and again many suggestions were offered as 
how to configure my KAM to “‘you might as well give up because 
they tan’t work together because of the ‘‘pin eight’’ problem. In all 
fairness, I have to admit that everyone was really super in really 
trying to help, but just were unable to because of the lack of ex- 
perience with Kantronics and/or the KAM. Ernie, WD4EPK, 
suggested that I call Kantronics about this problem (I won’t tell you 
what else he suggested), which I did. I explained my problem, and 
they said that they didn’t understand because they knew of others 
that were running MBL and the KAM with excellent restlts, I was 
given the telephone number of WBOAEX in Kansas City, who is a 
beta tester for Kantronics and also running a BBS with MBL and a 
KAM. I called him, explained my problem, and he informed me of 
the “‘fix.”’ 

It seems that when Jacobsen was developing his MBL software, 
he requested Kantronics provide him with a KAM for testing. For 
some reason, his letter et forgotten about because of other things 
that were happening. Jacobsen therefore, and rightly so, went 
ahead and released his updated program without testing it on the 
KAM (this is clearly stated in his documentation for running the

BBS). It soon became quite apparent to the Kantronics people that ‘ 


they had “dropped the ball’ and their 2.82 update for WEFAX 
reception included an additional paranfeter modification that 
fixed the problem with operating Jeff’s software. 

Here is the problem. When someone connects ta MBL BBS, the 
BBS sends a letter C to TNC to asking ‘‘Who’s there?”’. The KAM 
responds with the standard response with who it’s connected to but 
with one addition. Since the KAM allows for gateway, operation, 
nodes and cross connecting H.F. to VHF and VHF to H.F., it also 
identifies what mode the incoming signal is operating on. That is to 
say, if the incoming signal is on H.F., the response will state this by 
préfixing the response with a ‘‘/H.’’ MBL says ‘‘What the who?”’, 
and sends another letter C. This will go on over and over forever 
until there is a disconnect. ; 

Now the fix! Update 2.82 for the KAM includes the feature of 
setting ‘‘Maxusers”’ to zero, (0). By doing this, the TNC doesn’t send 
the /H or /V, and everybody is happy. Result ... MBL and KAM 
work just beautifully together. What’s more, you can run your 
nodes (including cross* connecting), personal mailbox, and 
gateway simultaneously with the BBS! . . . really neat! a

USAF MARS 
‘ By Guice W. Johnson, WA4LHO/AFA2SB 

‘The Military Affiliate Radio System is prepared to furnish 
worldwide back-up communications for the military and U.S. gov- 
ernment agencies. We in USAF MARS provide this back-up system 
with affiliate members scattered throughout the United States and 
locations outside the continental limits along with Base MARS 
Stations in manysparts of the world. The various air force bases 
have developed base support teams that are continually training to 
support base communications. This involves disaster preparedness 
training as well as normal day-to-day communications. One good 
example of this is fhe excellent job that USAF MARS members did 
during the Several ‘‘great train wrecks” in the Florida panhandle 
several years ago. There are many examples of this type of 
operation involving aircraft crashes, earthquakes, etc. In many 
cases the only onsite communication is furnished by USAF MARS 


members. ¢ 


USAF MARS operation requires a little more dedication than 
normal amateur radio operation. Net dicipline is of a higher caliber 
than most “ham” nets therefore the nets operate with better 
direction and ‘efficiency. Most MARS frequencies are located 
outside the ‘‘ham”’ spectrum, but this does not create a problem 
with the availability of modern ‘‘general coverage”’ transceivers.”’ 
Many of these are easily modified to transmit as well as receive 
outside the ‘“‘ham’’ spectrum.

If you’ve ever opened the case of your computer you may have 
thought, ““‘Hmmmm, this P.C. board has been enclosed in a tin 
shield, effectively creating an oven. Very stupid. Well, since I’ve 
had to open the shield in order to install more memory (or to reseat 
chips, change the ROM, or just poke around), why don’t I just leave 
the top half of the shield off forever? We all know that the cooler 
these chips run, the longer they will last. I shall eliminate problems 
by throwing away the metal cover!’’ Don’t you believe it! 

Computers generate square waves, which means they slop 
radiations all over the radio spectrum, and these unwanted 
transmissions can interfere with your neighbor’s radio and 
television reception. If he complains, you must, by law, turn off 


your computer and leave it off until you have modified your | 


computer so that it no longer creates interference. Of course, if 
you’ve thrown away half of your R.F. shield, you are not going to be 
on RTTY or Packet for a while. 

May we conclude then, that if your computer model has been 
certified okay by the FCC (look for the label on the bottom), and 
you have never degraded its shielding nor connected it with un- 
shielded cables, then you don’t have to worry about causing in- 
terference? No, wemaynot... 

It’s always the computer user’s fault! Say you and I are 
neighbors, and we discover that your computer is farkling my T.V. 
reception. And you say, “‘The FCC has certified that my computer 
conforms to their standards for type B (home) locations. Your 
T.V., on the other hand, is a 20-year-old, unshielded model with a 
rabbit-ears antenna. So the interference is not my responsibility. 
I'll try to help you out, but I don’t have to turn off my computer for 
you any more than I have to take my transceiver off the air. If that 
doesn’t satisfy you, you can take it to the FCC.”’ 

So I complain to the FCC. Then what? You get a citation. It says 
I win and you lose. And, if you don’t turn off your computer 
immediately, you can end up with $5,000 in fines for three days of 
computer-on time! All this takes place without a trial; we’re 
talking of “‘penalties.’’ If you still refuse to cooperate, and the FCC 
turns the case over to the Justice Department, charging ‘you with 
maliciously causing interference, you. could end up with a prison 
sentence. 

This isn’t fair, you say? Possibly ae But the way the FCC looks 
at it is this: licensed radio operators are, by definition, allowed to 
transmit radio waves on allocated frequencies, and all such 
transmissions generate some harmonics outside of those permitted 
frequencies. Computer operators, however, are not authorized to 
transmit any radio waves at all from their computers, with or 
without harmonics, and with or without licenses. If they do 
transmit, and if their transmissions interfere with the reception of 
licensed transmissions, the computer operators are considered to 
be operating a radio transmitter illegally — period, end of 
sentence, end of statement, end of argument. 

How does one find out more about FCC regulation of computer 
emissions?

01719, (617) 264-4208. If you’re even dreaming of designing Packet 
or RTTY gear, it’s required reading!

The National Space Society (NSS) and the Radio Satellite 


Corporation (AMSAT) announce the Space Education Network 
(SEN). The goal of the network is to provide information and 
conversations of interest to radio amateurs and others concerning 
a wide variety of space science and engineering topics. The net- 
work will consist of amateur radio stations, both on earth and in 
space. 

Bulletin and conversation topics and participants will be 
coordinated by the NSS. AMSAT will coordinate the amateur radio 
stations which will form the network via an amateur radio com- 
munication satellite. 


Transmitting (uplink) capability wll be optional for earth , 


stations in the network. Some sessions will provide an opportunity 
for conversations between various,earth stations and the presen- 
tors, 

Space Education Network communications will be provided for 
interested educational groups by radio amateurs as a voluntary 
public service. 

Some sessions will provde Slow Sean Television (SSTV) video. 
SSTV will provide approximately one high-quality color picture per 


minute. For direct and optional transmission via the satellite, an‘ 


outdoor antenna is required. In some areas the SEN may be 
available on local amateur repeaters graking reception possible 
with a handheld radio. 

AMSAT and NSS believe that feat inte) interactive sessions 
including audio, video and data transmissions of bulletin material 
relating to space and communications sciences will be powerful 
lures to newcomers. The SEN will ignite sparks in both seasoned 


amateurs and newcomers, young and old. Because amateur radio. 


will soon possess the communications tools necessary to link one- 
third of the planet earth in such a real-time network, the op- 
portunity has arrived to further space education.
